DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application claims benefit of the foreign application: 
UNITED KINGDOM 0226550.2 with a filing date 1 1/14/2002. 

2. Amendment of claim 2, cancellation of claims 5-6 and 8-1 3 in the amendment 

filed on February 26, 2008 is acknowledged. A terminal disclaimer in the amendment 
filed on September 19, 2007 is acknowledged. Claims 1-4 and 7 are pending in the 
application. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Since claims 1 0-1 3 have been cancelled, the rejection of claims 1 0-1 3 under 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph has been obviated herein. 

4. Since the terminal disclaimer has been filed and approved in the Office, the 
provisional rejection of claims 1-4 and 7 under the obviousness-type double patenting 
over Natsch et al. co-pending application No. 1 1/746,401 has been overcome in the 
amendment filed on September 19, 2007. 

5. Claims 1 -4 and 7 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the art of 
record, and therefore are allowable. The closest reference is Jackson et al. US 

5,962,521, which discloses hydroxamic acid derivatives. The difference between the 
instant claims and Jackson et al. is that the instant compounds of formula of formula (I) 
has not been found. A suggestion for modification of above reference to obtain the 
instant compounds and methods of use has not been found. Claims 1-4 and 7 are 
allowed.
